Part of the work 
which Mr. Roosevelt will inspect is 
the $3,000,000, dredging job ‘which 
will permit mavigation of the har- 
bor by the largest warsfiips. 

To Dedicate Great Park. 

After the inspection, the Presi- 
dent will return to Honolulu to ded- 
icate the portal of Ala Moana Park, 
the huge public works .project on 
the beach between the business sec- 
tion and Waikiki. Later he will be 
the guest of Harold Dillingham, a 
Harvard classmate and island busi- 
ness man. 

After dinner at his hotel, the 
President éxpects to drive to Iolani 
Palace, the original royal palace, 
but now the seat of the Territorial 
Government. From the balcony he 
will witness an international lan- 
tern parade participated in by 
thousands, mostly Chinese and Jap- 
anese., ° 

The President remained in his 
hotel early today to look over mail 
and wireless communications from 
Washington.

Rogers Hornsby, manager of the 
St. Louis Browns baseball team, 
was sued for divorce today at Clay- 
ton by Mrs. Mary Jeanette Horns- 
by, his second wife, who alleges 
general indignities.

Officials said many 
Nazis, all armed, had escaped into 
the mountains when the Heimwehr 
finally won the fight for the city, 
and that they probably will attempt 
to return in force. 

Complet. figures on the dead and 
wounded are unavailable. 

One child and one woman were 
among the dead townspeople.

“Soldiers were mowed down hike 
pigeons,” an officer said. 

Nazis Shoot at Legs. 

One group fell into an ambush 
at 11 a. m. yesterday when crossing 
a bridge into the city’s border. The 
Nazis, however, shot at legs, not 
to kill. 

' AH hospitals here and in neigh- 
boring villages are jammed. Many 
bullet Marks can be seen on build- 
ings. 

Nazis were in control of Leoben 
Thursday morning. When the army 
and Heimwehr advanced some of 
the Nazis remained and others took 
positions on four wooded hills which 
dominate the city. 

_ Artillery fire was directed against 
one of these hills behind a stone 
quarry. 

The length of the battle, as active 
as the sieges of Vienna during the 
February civil war, was due to the 
fact that Government forces while 
in the majority, had to fight Nazis 
within the city and attack the four 
hills as well. 

Nazis in Church Tower. 

One group of Nazis fired from a 
church tower which was riddled by 
Government bullets. 

Other Nazis fired from houses in 
which they took cover. 

A heavy loss of life occurred when 
Heimwehr were repulsed in an at- 
tempt to storm a hill overlooking 
the Goesser brewery, the largest in 
Austria. : 

Two other hills on which ‘there 
was. fighting overlook Donnawitz, 
where iron ore from the nearby 
mountains is refined. (Access to 
these iron mountains furnish one 
of the chief reasons for Germany’s 
desire for an Austrian union.) 

The general staff of the Nazis 
made headquarters in an outlying 
building at Leoben.

Hitier’s Letter. 


Hitler’s letter to Von Papen, 
which. he made public, said: 

“My esteemed Herr von Papen: 
“Following events in Vienna I have 
been forced to suggest to the Reich 
President the removal of German 
Minister to Vienna Rieth, who on 
demand of the Austrian Minister or 
upon ‘the suggestion of Austrian in- 
surgents, readily gave his consent 
to an arrangement of those two 
parties respecting the safeguard 
and retreat of the insurgents from 
Austria without having asked or re- 
ceived the consent of the German 
Government. 

“The assassination of the Austri- 
an Chancellor, which is highly con- 
demned and regretted by the Gov- 
ernment, has still more aggravated 
the already unstable political situa- 
tion in Burope, although it is not 
our fault.

An official communique says 
that. strict investigations ‘“estab- 
lished the fact that in no case has 
any German official been guilty of 
having, directly or indirectly, any- 
thing to do with the happenings in 
Austria,” 


It further emphasized Germany's 
determination to show the outside 
world an attitude of complete de- 
tachment toward Austria. 


All roads leading to Austria were 
barred when news of the putsch 
was received, the communique add- 
ed, and Austrians encamped in 
Germany were forbidden to leave 
their quarters. 

The only exception, the com- 
munique continued, was that Theo- 
dore Habicht, responsible for Aus- 
trian news over the Munich radio 
station, “through a lack of proper 
éontrol permitted Austrian reports 
to go out that might have produced 
a different impression. Therefore 
Habicht has been removed from 
his post of ‘inspector.’ ”

The penthouse apartment occu- 
pies the twenty-first, twenty-second 
and twenty-third floors of the build- 
ing on Olive street, just west of 
Grand boulevard. From its windows 
and roof terraces, on clear days, a 
view which extends from one end 
of the city to the other may be ob- 
tained. 

These floors, it was brought out 
at the recent hearing of O’Malley’s 
suit against the insurance company, 
were equipped for use as an apart- 
ment, and partly furnished, at a 
cost to the insurance company of 
about $70,000. Mays and his family 
lived there for four years, and it 
was there that he entertained busi- 
ness associates from other cities. 

Sliding Panel in Door. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter went 
through the apartment after it had 
been vacated.

Sixteen additional deaths from 
heat exhaustion were reported to- 
day, making 333 such fatalities here 
this summer. With lower tempera- 
tures yesterday, the maximum be- 
ing 94 degrees at 3:45 p. m., there 
were only 17 new heat patients at 
City Hospital No. 1. 


All but 2% of the fatalities 
have occurred during July. The to- 
tal is far in excess of deaths dur- 
ing the 1901: and 1930 heat waves. 
In 1901 there were 239 deaths, 
while four years ago fatalities num- 
bered 133. 

Rain began falling in the city at 
8:30 o'clock this morning, and at 
noon the Weather Bureau re- 
ported .4l-inch of precipitation. 
Heavy black clouds moved in from 
the southwest, causing a 20-minute 
period of darkness downtown dur- 
ing which motorists turned on 
headlights and streets cars were 
lighted. The rain was — 
heavy in South St. Louis. 

Rain General in County. 

Rainfall was general in St. Louis 
County, descending with especial 
intensity in the vicinity of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis flying field where 
the Weather Bureau recorded 57 
of an inch in the first 20 minutes. 
This was more than has been re- 
corded ,there since June 17, during 
a thunderstorm.

Statement by Attorney. 

But Judge William C, Coleman 
Jismissed the petition to restrain 
Gen. Hugh §S. Johnson and NRA 
authorities in Washington because, 
the Judge said, they were without 
the jurisdiction of his court. 

“The NRA is attempting to 02, 
indirectly, the very thing that the 
court has already restrained it from 
doing,” Weinberg declared. “Time 
and time again, when the NRA has 
needed the courts to assist it in en- 
forcing the recovery act against 
private citizens, it has not hesitated 
to invoke their aid. But now, when 
9 same court is applied to for 

nstruction of that law by a citi- 
zen, the Government resorts to eva- 
sion, persecution and intimidation, 
in order to render the court impo- 
tent and to prevent the citizen 
from obtaining a decision. 

“How can it ask the respect of. 
its citizens when it has no self-re- 
spect?” 

The Greif case grew out of the 
clothing code authority order that 

e company pay certain of its 

illed workers an excess over the 
‘code minimum, and that it also pay 


the authority considered due in 
back wages. So far the NRA has 
not denied the Greif contention that 
all its employes get as much as

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Secretary Perkins Outlines 
Program Aimed at 
-. . Greater Economic Security. 


Efforts to Minimize Unemployment First and 
Insurance Against It Second 
in Her Scheme. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON. 
Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—The 
Administration’s plan or attack on 
economic insecurity, or “fear of .the 
future,” was described by Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins a spe- 
cial press conference yesterday 
afternoon. It is the outgrowth of 
President Roosevelt’s message to 
Congress on June 8, and his aps 
pointment on June 29 of a Commit- 
tee on Economic Insecurity, con- 
sisting of Miss Perkins, Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, At- 
torney-General Cummings and Re- 
lief Administrator Hopkins. 

The prime object of the whole 
effort, as emphasized by Miss Per- 
kins, is to prevent unemployment. 
Where that is found to be impossi- 
ble, it contemplates, as a second- 
ary aim, the establishment of vari- 
ous forms of insurance. Many of 
the latter are in force now in other 
countries and in some states in the 
United States, but nowhere, Miss 
Perkins declared, have they been 
joined with a system of prevention. 

Appoints Director. 

Before outlining the survey which 
the committee in launching; the 
Secretary announced the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Edwin E. Witte as 
executive director and active ad- 
ministrative head of the project. 
Prior to assuming his duties yester- 
day, he was professor of economics 
at the University of Wisconsin, and 
chief of the Wisconsin Legislative 
Reference Library. Dr. Witte is a 
well-known liberal economist, whose 
views have been identified with 
those of the La Follette family. 

Secretary Perkins also  an- 
nounced the creation of a technical 
board and a ‘general advisory 
council. The first is to be com- 
posed of persons now in the service 
of the Federal and state govern- 
ments, who possess expert knouwl- 
edge in the fields of economics, law 
and finance. They will retain their 
present positions, and will receive 
no additional compensation. The 
advisory council is to be composed 
of representatives of such elements 
as employers, labor, farmers, the 
professions and the general public. 
It will be large in number, and rep- 
resent a wide geographical range. 
The names will be chosen by ; the 
President. 

Dr. Witte “Open-Minded.” | 

Asked if Dr. Witte drafted most 
of the social insurance measures 
adopted by Wisconsin, Miss Perkins 
replied: 

“He has no pride of authorship, 
and certainly is wedded to no 
method. His wide experience in 
connection with legislation has 
given him a very practical outlook, 
and you will find that he is: ex- 
ceptionally open-minded on the 
matter of approaching these prob- 
lems.” 

“What kinds of insurance does 
your plan contemplate?” she was; 
asked. 

“You must realize,” she replied, 
“that the only plan which we have 
now is a plan for arriving at a 
plan. We have pretty well agreed 
on the nature of the survey which 
must be conducted. It will, of 
course, embrace all such things as 
old-age pensions, unemployment in- 
surance and health insurance, but 
it will be vastly broader in scope. 


“The chief element in economic 
insecurity, especially at this time, 
is the fear of unemployment. But 
we do not merely intend to study 
the possibilities of employment in- 
surance, but to study possible meas- 
ures by which unemployment may 
be prevented, and thus make in- 
surance unn . As a prelim- 
inary to this, it is obvious that we 
must analyze the factors which con- 
‘tribute to unemployment—and I 
mean agricultural as well as indus- 
trial unemployment. 

“In other words, insurance can- 
not_be relied upon as our sole de- 
fense against all kinds of unem- 
ployment, and perhaps not as our 
sole defense against any one kind. 
Insurance should be the final re- 
sort when prevention has failed.” 


| Causes and Possible Cures. 


Secretary Perkins alluded to nu- 
merous factors which contribute to 
unemployment, as, for example, the 
increasing number -of failures of 
small business concerns, the disap- 
pearance of self-employers, or “free 
lancers,” increased mechanical ef- 
ficiency of farm and factory tools 
and disability resulting from indus- 
trial accidents. 

As possible methods of creating 
employment, she mentioned public 
works, the creation of new indus- 
tries through private initiative, and 
the relocation of large elements of 
population in more productive 
areas, 

“It sounds, Madam _ Secretary, 
like making a heaven on earth,” one 
reporter remarked. 

“I hope I haven’t given the im- 
pression that we expect to accom- 
plish all these things right away,” 
she said, smiling. “I have merely 
been outlining the possibilities that 
must—and will—be studied. All 
that we are certain of is that prog- 
ress can be made, and that we in- 
tend to make as much as we can 
within the time allotted to us.” 

“I didn’t get the impression that 
you were ready to turn eartl into 
a paradise,” another reporter inter- 
posed. “I think you have made 
out an excellent case for the prop- 
osition that your job is hopeless.” 

“Oh, no, that is the other ex- 
treme,” she replied, “after all, we 
do know that the human race ad- 
vances, certainly there was a time 
when economic insecurity was 
greater than it is now.” 


Not Socialistic, She Says. 


“Isn’t this whole plan rather so- 
cialistic?” inquired the correspond- 
ent of a New York paper. 

“Not at all,” she quickly re- 
joined. “The fundamental basis of 
Socialism is public ownership of 
the tools of production. Any pro- 
gram which omits that principle 
simply isn’t socialism, as any So- 
cialist will quickly tell you. There 
is a more or less popular tendency 
to label as ‘socialism’ any project 
which aims at human _ betterment, 
and while that may be flattering 
to the Socialist, it is merely a loose 
or confused use of term.” 

The committee on economic in- 
security is under instructions to 
make’ its first report to the Presi- 
dent on or before Dec. 1. Miss 
Perkins said that while consider- 
able research will be necessary, it 
will consist mainly in sifting and 
integrating information which al- 
ready exists in scattered orm. 
This work will be under the im- 
mediate direction of Dr. Witte.

COTTON CUT ACT 
MAY BE SCRAPPED 


Prospect That Dry Weather 
Will Reduce Crop Under 
10,460,000 Bales Permit- 
ted by Act. .

WASHINGTON, July 27.—An 
enormous expansion of the Govern- 
ment’s cattle buying program in 
the drouth areas is planned, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Walla. an- 
nouncing, “we expect to buy at least 
4,000,000 cattle and possibly 7,000,- 
000.” The Government already has 
bought 1,500,000 to save them from 
death by thirst d starvation. 
There is a possibility that the 
Bankhead act, involving compulsory 
reduction of the cotton crop, may 
be scrapped. The drouth has been 
extending into the South, notably 


‘Texas and Oklahoma. This has led 


officials to- wonder whether the 
crop would not be reduced even 
lower than the 10,460,251 bales per- 
mitted under the Bankhead .act. 

Faith in AAA General Effort. 

Wallace said the AAA’s general 
effort to aid the farmer, or some 
similar plan, “will continue regard- 
less of any change in administra- 
tion—or there will be disaster 
again.” 

The Weatiuer Bureau said that 
from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Appalachians, more rivers have 
shrunk to abnormally low levels 
this month than in any other July 
since records began in 1859. 

Efforts ,to persuade families in 
hardest Ait sections to sell their 
land and move to better soil were 
said to be having some success. 
Several thousand acres in North 
Central states have been optioned 
by the Government for purchase 
when titles are clear. Officials dis- 
claimed any desire to force families 
to move. 


No Compu! :ion, Official Says.

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SCIENTISTS LEARN WHY SOME 
ULTRA VIOLET RAYS KILL CELLS 


Find They\ Break Down Complex 
Acids, P by High Speed 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, July 27.—Two Uni- 

versity of Cincinnati scientists to- 
day said they had found why some 
rays of ultra violet light have lethal 
properties. 
Prof. John R. Loofbourow and 
Dr. Francis F. Heyroth said they 
had learned that some of these rays 
break down complex acids found in 
the living cell structure of bacteria 
as well as of man. 

They said their experiment did 
not show precisely how those rays 
designated as deadly accomplish 
their work. One assumption is that 
exceedingly rapid vibrations liter- 
ally shake apart the molecular 
structure of essential acids com- 
prising the nuclei of living cells. 

The discovery is the result of four 
years’ study. Loofbourow and Hey- 
roth believe it explains why too 
much sunburn is dangerous. They 
also regard the discovery as im- 
portant in connection with the use 
of some ultra-violet rays in killing 
bacteria in milk. 

Their work shows that rays of 
wave iengths: below 2950 Angstrom 
units (2950 hundred millionths of a 
centimeter long, as against the 200- 
500 meter waves of radio broadcast- 
ing) have lethal properties. 


FEDERAL LICENSE NOT NEEDED 
FOR LOUP RIVER POWER PLANT 


Commission Holds Stream in Ne- 
braska Is Not Navi-

WASHINGTON, July 27. — The 
Federal Power Commission ruled 
yesterday that no Federal license 
is necessary for the construction

In making its ruling, the Com- 
mission said that neither the Mid- 
dle Loup, Platte, nor Loup Rivers 
has been improved by the United 
States in the interest of navigation 
and that the development would 
not affect the navigability of the 
Missouri River. 

“This is the fifth case in recent 
months,” Basil Manly, vice-chair- 
man said, “in which the Federal 
Power Commission has refused to 
take jurisdiction over streams 
which it did not regard as navig- 
able, or where the projects would 
not, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion, affect the interests of inter- 
state or foreign commerce.” 

The other four cases in which 
the Commission declined to assert 
jurisdiction were the Platte Valley 
Public Power and Irrigation Dis- 
trict on the North Platte: River in 
Nebraska, the Dan River project at 
Danville, Va., a power project at 
Halfway Swamp Creek in South 
Carolina, and the Cane River -proj- 
ect in North Carolina. 


JAPAN WANTS POLITICAL ISSUES 
BARRED AT NAVAL PARLEY

TOKIO, July 27.—Japan has no 
desire to participate in the 1935 
naval conference unless political 
issues are excluded, a Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said today.

PARIS, July 27.—Marshal Louis 
Hubert Lyautey, virtual war dic- 
tator of France under Premier 
Aristide Briand, and conqueror and 
administrator of Morocco, died to- 
day. He was 80 years old. 

He had been seriously ill for the 
last week, suffering from an ail- 


ment involving his gall bladder. He 
was believed to be recovering from 
this when pneumonia developed. 
Death came at his country home at 
Thorey at 3:15 p. m. 


Great Colonizer, Organizer, Devel- 
oper of French Possessions. 

With the death of Marshal Lyau- 
tey France lost one of its greatest 
colonizers. The greater part of his 
life was spent in pacifying, organ- 
izing and developing the overseas 
possessions of his country. 

The rich colony of Morocco, more 
than anything else, stands as a 
monument to him. Althotgh he 
never was in service on the western 
front in the world war, he was con- 
sidered to be worth an army in 
himself, for he kept Morocco for 
France without using a single sol- 
dier from France. 

Lyautey was born at Nancy in 
1854 of an old Lorraine family. A 
precocious student, he graduated 
high in his class at Saint Cyr and 
immediately became an active fac- 
tor in the army. 

Préparatory Experience. 

He gaw service in Madagascar, 

Indo-China, Algeria, and West Af-

He found in 1912, when the Mo- 
roccan situation required heroic 
treatment and he was called to ad- 
minister it, that since the Algeciras 
conference, a few of the mule paths 
and mugh trails constituting the 
country’s means of communications 
had been widened and smoothed by 
the passage of French troops, but 
there was little else, to suggest civ- 
ilization. 

Thirteen years later he left the 
land criss-crossed by macadam 
roads and its principal points con- 
nected by railroad, while cultiva- 
tion had encroached upon the brush 
so much that the aspect of ‘the 
landscape had changed as well as 
the habits of the inhabitants, who 
had become largely thrifty farm- 
ers.

JUNE PRODUCTION 


LOWER THAN YEAR 
AG PRIES UP 


First Month Since Banking 
Crisis in March, 1933, 
Industrial Output Loss 
Has Been Shown. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—A drop 
in industrial production in June— 
carrying it below the average for 
June, 1933—was yesterday 
by the Federal Reserve Board us 
the first such occurrence since the 
advent of the New Deal. 

The board estimated the indus 
trial production average for June at 
84 per cent of the 1923-1925 aver- 
age. In every other month since 
the banking crisis of March, 1933, 
production has been above the av- 
erage for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. 

The decline in output from the 
May index figure of 86 was ac 
counted for largely by a sharp re 
duction in cotton textile mill activ- 
ity, with an adverse trend also 
shown. by lumber mills and coal 
mines. In. June, 1933, the index 
stood at 99. 

Wholesale prices advanced during 
June, the board reported, but added 
this was largely attributable to ad- 
vancing farm products. Other com- 
modities declined slightly. 

Declining distribution was evi- 
denced by a more-than-seasonal de- 
crease in June department store 
sales. A slight increase in June 
freight car loadings was followed 
by a drop in the first half of July. 

Employment declined in indus- 
tries producing textile fabrics, wear- 
ing apparel, leather products, auto- 
mobiles and lumber. This was off- 
set partly by steel mill and meat 
packing employment. 

The value of construction con- 
tracts awarded, which had changed 
little during May and June, showed 
an increase in the first half of July. 
It was not explained what part of 
this represented Government con- 
struction.

Months ago, 
the Mayor conferred with representative committees 
of business men and others, and out of the confer- 
ences evolved his program. For the Mayor to ap- 
point another committee to go through the same 
process over again would be a waste of time. 

Mr. Neun knows that the city’s credit is in jeopar- 
dy; he knows that, unless adequate provision is made, 
the $16,100,000 bond issue cannot be sold; he knows 
that both the City Charter and the State Constitution 
place upon the administration the solemn duty of 
providing for the city’s debt service. 

Since he does not like the Mayor’s way of going 
about the problem, what is Mr. Neun’s own solution? 
TEST OF MONEY POLICY STILL TO COME. 

The results of the administration’s monetary pol- 
icy are still inconclusive. Commodity prices have 
risen, according to Prof. Fisher’s index, 40 per cent 
since Mr. Roosevelt's inauguration, 16 per cent in 
the last 12 months. The rise is far greater than that 
recorded in any other country. The prices of agri- 
cultural products have risen farther than those of 
finished imanufactures. Goods moving in interna- 
tional trade have gone up more than domestic com- 
modities. There has been a slight increase in the 
volume of exports. In these respects, at least, it 
would appear that the program has fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of its sponsors. 

When we come, however, to seek the causes of these 
movements, we find it impossible to isolate the mone- 
tary from the other influences which have been at 
work. Business, in any event, would have recovered 
from the abnormal lows of the days of the banking 
crisis. Agricultural prices have been boosted by the 
crop curtailment program of the AAA. The prices of 
manufactured goods have been raised by the price 
fixing provisions of the NRA codes. Speculative for- 
ward buying has been induced by the fear of out- 
right inflation. The Government has been spend- 
ing millions through PWA, CWA, FERA and other 
relief agencies. Normal recuperative forces are in 
operation, both here and abroad. How much of price 
recovery is traceable to these influences, how much 
to the monetary effort, no man can say. 

It is clear, however, that the policy of deliberately 
depressing the dollar’s value, inaugurated last Oc- 
tober, has not produced the promised results. From 
October to January, the dollar was gradually pushed 
down to 60 cents. In January, it was formally de 
valued. If Prof. Warren’s theories were correct, the 
40 per cent cut in the dollar’s gold content would 
have put prices up proportionately. The commodity 
pri-e index, that is, would have risen 80 per cent. 
The actual increase has been only 8 per cent. 

Manipulation of the price of gold has done, if it 
has done anything, only a tenth of what Prof. Warren 
said it would do. Prices still fall 22 per cent below 
the 1926 level, which the administration took as its 
objective. The index of business activity published 
by Business Week stood at 60.5 when the gold-buying 
program was announced. Today it stands only at 
61.1. Devaluation, obviously, has failed to produce 
a proportionate increase in prices or to stimulate 
increased industrial activity. 

The real test of the monetary policy is still to 
come. Moderate monetary manipulation alone can 
produce little in the way of tangible results. The 
real mover of prices is credit. Nine-tenths of our 
business is done by checks. When bank credit ex- 
pands, prices will follow. The monetary policy has 
laid the foundation for this expansion. 

Devaluation increased the possible coverage of our 
gold reserves by 80 per cent. Together with gold 
imports, it has given us a metallic base for credit 
extension twice as large as that which we held at 
the peak of prosperity. Member banks of the Federal 
Reserve System, whose idle reserves normally amount 
to less than $100,000,000, now own reserves $1,800,- 
000,000 in excess of legal requirements. The figure 
is without precedent in American banking history. 
It makes possible creation of 18 billion new credit 
dollars. Compared with this, the gold action, the silver 
policy, even the proposed greenback issue, are trifles. 

The monetary polity has set the stage for a specu- 
lative boom which would make 1927 to 1929-look like 
@ period of industrial stagnation. The inflation 
might be set off by a normal expansion of business 
activity. It might be started. by increasingly heavy 
Government spending. Should a speculative boom 
get under way, existing reserve limits would do little 
to hold it in check. If and when that time arrives, 
the monetary program of the administration will 
meet its real test.

STATE CONTROL OF GERMAN EDUCATION. 

A circular which ig being distributed throughout 
Germany by Bernard Rust, Prussian Commissioner 
of Culture and Education, justifies the worst fears 
about education under Hitler, So long as the present 
dictatorship lasts, teachers in aH the schools and 
professors in the universities must expound the offi- 
cial view of the state. Appointments to posts in 
the educational system must be approved by Com- 
missioner Rust. The opening of new scientific in- 
stitutes, changes in curricula and examinations and 
the like must also have official indorsement. 

This means just one thing: Education as we know 
it, and as Germany knew it so gloriously when its 
great universities trained the leading American schol- 
ars, is a thing of the past. It was obvious from the 
outset that there could be no free inquiry in the so- 
cial sciences with the Nazis in power. The rigorous 
control of the lower schools, other studies in the 
universities and the non-political scientific institutes 
blots academic freedom entirely from the German 
educational system. 

Fortunately, many German scholars of internation- 
al reputation, who were either dismissed or forced 
to take indefinite furloughs with the coming of Hit- 
ler, have found refuge and the opportunity to go on 
with their work in the United States. The most nota- 
ble concentration of these virtual exiles is the Grad- 
uate Faculty of Political and Social Science at the 
New School for Social Research in New York City.

15 German scholars has relighted a torch on foreign 
soil which ruthlessness extinguished at home.

way is clear to issue $16,100,000 
bonds. 

This is absolutely misleading, and 
Iam making this statement to clar- 
ify the issues and give you the true 
facts. 

Even if the four tax measures 
were passed now and $1,800,900 
would be realized, there would still) 
be a deficit of $700,000 in the sink- 
ing fund. 

How does the Mayor and his ad- 
ministration plan to raise the rev- 
enue for this shortage? Even if 
this entire shortage was made up, 
these four tax measures have noth- 
ing at all to do with the, issuing 
of the $16,100,000 and raise no rey- 
enue for that. 

vgn ing 2 of Bonds, 

What is the Mayor doing towards 
initiatiny legislation to take care of 
the new $16,100,000 bond issue? 
How can the bond ordinance au- 
thorizing the sale of $16,100,000 
bonds be passed, and if passed, how 
can they be sold if no method is 
devised to take care of the pay- 
ment of the bonds. 

It ig very unfair to state that the 
failure to vote for the Mayor’s four 
tax measures obstructs the $16,100,- 
000 bond issue. This is not true. 

The Comptroller's office stated 
that they cannot legally issue the 
bonds of the $16,100,000 issue un- 
less there is legislation in existence 
to enable*the Comptroller to take 
care of them upon maturity. 

I suggest that it is the duty of 
the Mayor to submit a more com- 
prehensive program that will not 
only take care of the $2,452,907 
deficit existing under the present 
bond requirements, but also pro- 
vide revenue to take care of the 


. $16,100,000 bond issue. 


Why take three bites of the 
cherry when one comprehensive 
plan should be devised to take care 
of all the amounts due and also 
provide for the new bond issue. 

The Comptroller bas on hand, I 
understand, enough money to take 
care of bonds maturing in October, 
November and December of this 
year. 

Condition of Affairs. ' 

Here ig the condition of affairs: 

We need $2,452,907 for sinking 
fund purposes to take care of our 
present bonds for the fiscal year. 

We will have a deficit of $1,800,- 
000 at the end of this fiscal year 
on operating expenses. This totals 
$4,252,907. 

We need additional legislation to 
raise revenue to take care of the 
new $16,000,000 bond issue before 
they can be sold. 

What has the Mayor and his ad- 
ministration done about the above? 

The only thing that has been 
done is the introduction of four tax 
measures. This is not sufficient 
and is merely passing responsibility 
to the Board of ‘Aldermen that 
should be assumed by the Mayor. 

Analyzes the Situation. 

Let us analyze the situation as 
to the Mayor’s four bills. 

(1) The merchants’ tax would not 
begin to function until July, 1935- 
1936. No immediate money there. 

(2) The gasoline tax is already 
being attacked and under the new 
Hayden-Cartwright Road Acot/ 
passed by the Federal Congress and 
signed by the President on June 18, 
1934, and if we pass this bill, we 
may run the risk of losing approx- 
imately $1,000,000 from the Federal 
Government according to recent in- 
formation. 

(3) This leaves only the two re- 
maining bills. If all four bills were 
passed today, the revenue from 
them would not total anywhere 
near $1,000,000 for the fiscal year. 

This would leave a balance of ap- 
proximately $1,500,000 still due on 
the sinking fund of bonds coming 
due this year, with no revenue for 
the new $16,100,000 bond issue, and 
no revenue to avert a deficit in 
operating expenses of $1,800,000. 
What is being done about the above 
by the administration? 

This matter is of such importance 
to the welfare of the city that 1 
call attention to the above facts. 

Bi-partisan Committee. 

There hag been insinuations. in 
the newspapers that this matter 
has gotten into politics.

The moral as well as the — 2 
effects of Lyautey’s administrati 
were seen when war broke. out in 
1914. France needed all of her men 
at home. Lyautey was informed 
that he must draw back the lines 
of hig troops of occupation close 
to the sea and send-every available 
fighter to France. Wyautey sent 
nearly all hig fighters to France 
and, along with them a strong 
contingent of Moors. He did not 


tory occupied by hig troops. He 
simply replaced his French Colonial 
forces by native sympathizers and 
with these forces was able to put 
down several attempts at uprising 
fomented by sympathizers with the 
enemy during thé war. 

Summoned to Command in Paris. 

In 1916, at the beginning of the 
third year of the World War, after 
the exhausting battle of Verdun, 
when the French forces seemed to 
have reached the maximum of their 
effort .without bringing the end 
nearer, an energetic man was 
sought to take the post of Minister 
of War.| Lyautey was sent for. He 
begged off on the ground that he 
was needed in Morocco. He was 
finally persuaded by Aristide 
Briand, who then was presiding 
over his fourth Cabinet. 

Lyautey found on arriving in 
Paris that politics had taken hold 
of the management of the war. He 
remained at his hotel two days, 
refusing to report at the Ministry 
of War before the situation was 
made clearer to him. He declared 
positively that if it was to mix 
into politics they had sent for him 
he would take the first boat back 
to Morocco. 

In his maiden speech to the 
Chamber of Deputies he announced 
the nomination of Joffre to be 
Marshal of France, and then out- 
lined his plans to retire 11 famous 
generals and promote younger men 
to their places. Three months 
later, however, he submitted his 
resignation because of tical dif- 
ficulties confronting the cabinet. 
The news that Lyautey was out 
created intense surprise, and was 
as a forerunner of Briand’s fall. 

Three days later the sentiment 
unfavorable to the Premier crystal- 
ized and the Government was 
forced to submit its resignation. 

In a sensational speech from the 
tribune 6f the Chamber he told 
the Deputies they could never make 
a politician out of him. 


The Briand Cabinet fell and 
Lyautey went back to Morocco. 
Predicted Abd-el-Krim’s Reyolt. 

He predicted almost to a week 
the date when Abd-el-Krim, the 
Riffian leader, pretender to the 
throne of Morocco, would turn 
against the French, after successes 
against the Spanish. The archives 
of the French Foreign Office con- 
tain evidence of his foresight. He 
demanded reinforcements so that 
he could strengthen the lines in 
the region of the Ouergha River 
and parry any blow Krim might 
deliver. 


But there had been a change in 
French politics. Poincare had been 
defeated. The MRadical-Socialist 
coalition had come into power with 
the Socialists exercising a prepon- 
Serene influence for the time be- 
ing. The reinforcements were at 
first refu..d, then grudgingly 
granted—and sent too late. 

The Riffians overran the French 
front and menaced Fez. This blow 
to Lyautey’s prestige. was what 
made it possible for the Socialists 
to obtain his recall in 1925. 

Lyautey was made Marshal of 
France and elected member of the 
French Academy. His literary 
claims to this eat honor con- 
sisted of a number of books in 
which he utilized his experiences 
in the colonies with a style and 
taste that are unusual in a soldier. 
He already had reached the age 
for retirement before he was re- 
called- from Morocco, but his ser- 
vices had been considered equiva- 
lent to a command in face of —* 
enemy and he had been kept on 
the rolls as an active officer.

The announcentent of the 
immense sums which Coty had in- 
vested, or paid out otherwise, fairly 
caused French financial circles to 
gasp. Hg is reputed to have sold 
out his rican interests at one 
time for $36,000,000, later buying 
them back.. His former wife was 
paid in all about $18,000,000, the 
largest alimony settlement in the 
history of France. 

Following the . divorce from 
Yvonne Le Baron, Coty again mar- 
ried, but separated from, his sec- 
ond wife later and devoted himself 
entirely to his perfumes and poll- 
tics. His only material success in 
the latter field, -however, was his 
élection in 1923 as Senator from 
Corsica—a feeble victory, for the 
Senate’s High Commission investi- 
gated his election, found irregu- 
larities, and refused to seat him.
